EXPERTS HIT NEGLECT 
OF THE MENTALLY ILL 


The St. Louis State Hospital for 
the mentally ill is 45 per cent over- 
crowded and the staff is definitely 
underpaid and short of qualified 
personnel, stated Dr. Louis Kolker, 
superintendent of the St. Louis 
State Hospital, at a panel discussion 
of the St. Louis section of the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women 
last Monday. 

The discussion *Ts the Care of Our 
Mentally 111 Still Mis.souri’s Sore 
Spot?” featured a panel of ex- 
perts, Mrs. Virginia Brun^rd, di- 
rector of public welfare for St.

Lack of funds to properly care 
for the mentally ill was stressed 
by Dr. Kolker, who cited figures 
that Missouri spends an average 
of $2.94 per day, while the Veter- 
ans Administration spends an av- 
erage of $7 to $8.50 per day, per 
patient. The American Psychiatric 
Association recommends a mini- 
mum of $5 per day. 

Psychotic children, unless violent, 
have no facilities to be treated in 
St. Louis, pointed out Mrs. Brun- 
gard. Senator Spradling felt that 
a better trained and increased staff 
would increase: the cure rate con- 
siderably. “Overcrowding can best 
be taken care of by curing these 
people and sending them home.”

1955 United Jewish Appeal for Is 
rael’s settlement and aid to dis- 
tressed Jews in Europe and North 
Africa, at UJA’s Annual National 
Conference, December 10, 11 and 
12 at the Waldorf Astoria in New 
York, it was made known this 
week.

gration from tension-ridden North 
Africa, and the strain the ab- 
sorption of large numbers of these 
newcomers would place on Israel's 
economy. 

In a letter to top American Jew- 
ish communal leaders sent this 
week from Jersusalem, where they 
are heading a 35-man UJA Study 
Mission, Edward M. M. Warburg, 
General Chairman of the UJA and 
Dr. Joseph J Schwartz, Executive 
Vice-Chairman, advised that "while 
there is time," Israel’s leaders have 
decided that "30,000 Jews from Tun- 
isia and Morocco must be brought 
out promptly.'

the Ruhr, Germany. 

The existence of the factory had 
been discovered by the German 
Metal Workers Union who, in turn, 
informed the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists - AFL. Both 
unions, through international rep- 
resentatives, received confirmation 
from the Allied High Commissioner 
that control laws were being vio- 
lated by the manufacturers and 
the assurance that the production 
of the hundreds of thousands of 
daggers already on order from 
American firms would be imme- 
diately stopped.

U. S. Intervenes With 
Over Restrictions 
Of Jewish Worship 

The State Department has dis- 
closed that it intervened with the 
Spanish Government over the re- 
strictions imposed on Jewish reli- 
gious worship in Madrid last month 
during the observance of the Jew- 
ish New Year, it was announced 
by Dr. Israel Goldstein, president 
of the American Jewish Congress. 

In a telegram to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles on Oct. 5, 
the American Jewish Congress had 
called upon the State Department 
to use its “good offices” with the 
Spanish authorities to permit the 
religious services. 

The State Department reply to 
Dr. Goldstein reported that “on be- 
half of a group of Americans of 
Jewish faith, the American Em- 
bassy in Madrid has taken up with 
the Spanish Foreign Ministry the 
matter of the recent restrictions on 
religious services. The reason given 
by the Spanish Government for its 
action was that if permission were 
gi’anted in this instance the way 
would b§ open for other religious 
groups to request similar privi- 
leges.” 

[ “While It is extremely difficult 
iov our Government to do more 
than tu iiiake representations In 
matters under the jurisdiction of 
other sovei'eign governments,” the 
State Department letter continued, 
“you may be • assured that the 
American Embassy in Madrid fol- 
lows closely all cases involving free- 
dom of worship in Spain and will 
continue to be of what assistance 
it can in this delicate matter.”

On November 1, 1954 Rabbi Je- 
rome W. Grollman, Associate Rabbi, 
United Hebrew Temple, wrote in 
this column of the sanctity of the 
Sabbath. 

I must confess that at first I was 
quite surprised to see a reform 
Rabbi, discuss such an “old fash- 
ioned” subject as the Sabbath. How- 
ever, after reading the article I 
found out that Rabbi Grollman ac- 
tually followed the established re- 
form line in treating this matter. 
May I therefore be forgiven for 
suspecting a reform Rabbi of writ- 
ing about the Sabbath per se. 

Rabbi Grollman brings us the 
good tidings that “Our Chi’istian 
neighbors are becoming increas- 
ingly conscious of the sanctity of 
the Sabbath.” Surely this is gen- 
uine reform language. Reform 
Judaism has been constantly trying 


to “discover” the Jewishness of 
Christianity and the “Goyishkait” 
of Judaism. 

' As an orthodox Rabbi I am cer- 
tainly happy to note that our gen- 
tile neighbors respect our holidays. 
But, when discussing a major 
Jewish religious issue there is no 
relationship between the problem 
and outside forces. 

This reform attitude of depend- 
ing, imitating and watching our 
fellow citizens of other faiths, even 
in religious matters is certainly an 
outcome of feelings of inferiority. 
But this is a subject by itself and 
we shall return to it at another 
occassion. 

An now to the point. How can 
a reform rabbi speak of conscious- 
ness of the holiness of the Sabbath? 
How much of it is there left to the 
reform Jew and his Rabbi? Why 
complain about Jews who shop on 
Friday nights, etc., when it is the

very reform movement which de- 
stroyed the belief in the authority 
of the Torah and our sages who 
made the Sabbath holy. 

And what does it mean I pray 
you, that our neighbors are "con- 
scious” of the Sabbath’s sanctity 
when Jews themselves aren’t even 
expected to believe in such a 
thing? 

The Sabbath as any other part 
of Jewish life cannot be tailored 
to suit anyone’s particular needs. 
It’s either accepted in full as sanc- 
tioned by the Divine Law and £is 
codified by Maimonides and other 
law-makers or it's rejected com- 
pletely. It’s tragic and ironic per- 
haps that the same people who 
take out the very soul and essence 
of the Sabbath expect it to con- 
tinue living and existing. For it 
takes more than supercificial and 
ceremonial Sabbath customs or a 
mere consciousness to keep the 
Sabbath Holy; it takes actual Sab- 
bath observance i. e. Shmiras 
Shabos.

It is high time for the leaders 
of reform Judaism to realize how 
far they have removed themselves 
from the original Judaism. It is 
a healthy sign perhaps that reform 
Rabbis find out that something is 
wrong wdth our religious life. How- 
ever, they shouldn't stop there; 
they ought to look for the sources 
of this evil, and I believe that they 
won’t have to wait long before 
discovering it. 

Our reform brothers need to re- 
member the eternal message of th© 
prophet Elijah “Until when will 
you step on two threshholds? If 
God is the Lord follow him and if 
someone else is the Lord follow 
then him.” 

Yet, I sincerely feel that there 
is much merit in Rabbi Grollman’s 
article. 

There are two kinds of Sabbath, 
observance namely, individually 
and publicly. The same thing ap- 
plies to the desecration of the Sab- 
bath. The public desecration of the 
Sabbath is considered a much 
graver offense than the one of an 
individual. 

We note with regret that many 
St. Louis Jewish instiutions -and 
organizations arrange various meet- 
ings and activities on Saturdays. 

It was, therefore, significant and 
praiseworthy that Rabbi Grollmau 
called on Jewish organizations and 
their members to stop desecrating 
the Sabbath. 

May I join in calling on all St 
Louis Jewish institutions and or- 
ganizations to stop disregarding 
the sanctity of the Sabbath and 
discontinue all work and activities 
on Saturdays. 

Many Jewish communities in the 
U. S. have already stopped all sorts 
of public violations of the holiness 
of the Sabbath. Must St. Louis lag 
behind?

While Jewish culturists may feel 
that this is low class or vulgar, 
and that our culture would have 
a more dignified status if it was 
typified by distinctly Jewish art, li- 
terature, drama, or music, the so- 
cial scientist takes his evidence 
where he observes it.

Others have decided that man is 
what he eats, and the best way

stomach. Therefore, if you want to 
raise your children to be comforta- 
ble as Jews, in addition to all the 
more obvious admonitions, serve 
‘Jewish” foods and enjoy them 
passionately. 

Not only in the specific types of 
food but in the quality or intensity 
of affect about hunger and its sat- 
isfaction do we find a* special 
Jewish set of attitudes. In that 
fascinating book. “Life Is With 
People,” two social scientists note 
that among Jews of East Europe 
an aversion amounting to phobia 
exists on the subject of hunger. 

People eat not because they feel 
hunger, but to avoid that feeling. 

People also eat all the time. Par- 
ticularly towards children is this 
expressed. Prominently displayed 
are forced or pressured feeding, 
prepai'ation and serving of special 
foods to meet individual tastes 
within a family and the immediate 
offering of food as a stimulant or 
antidote for body weakness. There 
is much preoccupation with the 
eating process, great anxiety if the 
volume of intake diminished, cou- 
pled with intense satisfaction if the 
volume increases, irrespective if the 
increase is voluntary or ' involun- 
tary. More recently, with the 
younger generation taking over the 
values of the majority culture, a 
cocktail or a highball tends to re- 
place a plate of food as the first 
gesture of hospitality. But children 
remain unaffected by such changes 
in customs. Their bodies are never 
permitted to experience hunger, 
and parents experience exaggerated 
anxieties on that score. With that

Africa has been among the most 
recent and urgent problems facing 
ORT. The “forgotten” Jews of 
North Africa were discovered dur- 
ing the war itself. The War 
brought European and North Afri- 
can Jews together. By 1947, a gen- 
eral program was under way for 
the medical care and rehabilitation 
of the one-half million Jews in the 
area. Gradually ORT established 
itself and helped to break down the 
ghetto walls, which are not racial 
but economic. Anyone with finan- 
cial means can breach the walls. 

Take 18-year-old Gerard Salem, 
for example, who is living outside 
the ghetto now. As far back as 
living memory goes the Salem fami- 
ly has always lived behind tlie 
ancient walls. 

When the disturbances came fol- 
lowing Israel’s independence it was 
no longer safe and three genera- 
tions of Salems made the trek to 
Tunis. One could feel more secure 
among the 70,000 Jews of the city, 
but the way of life was the same. 
All 12 members of the family set- 
tled into a single airless room, 
without light and without water. 
The chain that bound them to the 
ghetto more surely than any edict 
ever had was poverty. 

At first, as his brothers had 
done before him, it appeared his 
destiny to follow his father into the 
narrow, rutted streets as a ped- 
ler. To “supplement” the family in- 
come he took his place beside his 
father on the way to the synagogue 
to -beg with a small box for alms. 

But Gerard broke the age-old 
familiar pattern two years ago. He 
heard one day of a new apprentice-
